It would he a shameful abuse o f political liberty to 
do, at all lim es and under all circum stances, every­ 
thing that is not prohibited by public law. 
T he com ­ 
mands o f honor, o f conscience, nnd o f duty, are as 
strong in a republic us in u despotism. 
T hey can he 
safely relaxed nowhere. 
In the one case, they are en­ 
forced by tiie com mands, o f the mornurch ; in the 
other, they are referred to the protection o f the peo­ 
ple ; and in either case, if their dictates are v iolated, 
there is the sam e necessary and unavoidable conse­ 
q u en ce—the demoralization o f the public character. 
Under the administration o f a free governm ent, there 
is the strongei obligation for pecsomd restraint, because 
it is to the personal, and not the public pow er, that the 
good order o f society is n ainly entrusted. 
I f the statute-book contained no law against arson, it 
would not follow that a midnight incendiary might 
wrap his neighbor’s dw elling-house in flam es.

the statute, necessary us it now is, may be safely re­ 
pealed w henever society uirives at that state o f per­ 
fection in which the moral principle will be strong 
enough to «fiord general p ro tection.
